for they found famine everywhere, und 
they wore returning iu despair to their 
own villages. They said that hundreds 
had died of exhaustion and starvation 
by tho roadside.

HIS COFFIN A BOAT. 


In military service throughout the 


world, both upou laud and\water, there is 
txvhle distinction between Hie different 
ranks held by the officers. Usually" the 
rank of a military or naval; man Is I ob- 
tained by long service or by'appolntment 
by congress or the president. Sometimes, 
however, rant is given to an oflicer#be- 
rause he has dona something whichf at- 
irncts the attention of his superiors. 


In order to distinguish an officer from a 


common soldier, the government lias 
adopted various marks of rank, which; are 
worn by the officers, both in time of war 
jnd peace. Daring the former these signs 
tre less conspicuous, for during a brattle 
the sharpshooters always try to'pick off 
the officers, so that the soldiers'will have 
no one to command them. 


If any one who reads this article should 


in time of peace go aboard a>man-of-war 
or in a gathering of naval officers, he 
would notice a great amount of gold lace 
upon their uniforms and see the insignia 
of rank upon their shoulders. But in war- 
time each officer puts away his gaudy uni- 
form. Instead of the shoulder straps the 
mark of rank is xvorn upon the collar of 
the coat. An admiral, the highest officer 
in the navy, wears four silver stars and 
two anchors upon his shoulder straps or 
collar; a rice admiral, three stars and one 
anchor; a'rear admiral, an anchor with a 
star on either side; a commodore, a star 
with an anchor on either side; a captain, 
a silver eagle and two anchors, and a 
lieutenant an anchor with two silver bars 
on each side. There are also many petty 
nnd noncommissioned officers who -wear 
the insignia of their rank on their sleeves 
nlx>ve the elbow. The higher officers also 
wear gold bands upon-their sleeves, run- 
ning- about the wrists." The shoulder 
straps are 4}£ inches long and 1^4 inches 
wide. They are made of dark blue cloth, 
with a border ,of dead gold a quarter of 
an inch wide, the device being embroid- 
ered inside the border. 


lihe lowest commissioned officer in the 


nary is an ensign. He wears a single sil- 
ver, anchor on his shoulder strap. It is the 
ambition of each ensign to change his 
stripes for those of a lieutenant. 
There 


are many cases on record where an ensign 
showed great bravery during a battle, and 
his name was sent to Washington with a 
recommendation from his commander that 
he be promoted. Often an ensign-was sent 
on a dangerous mission and got his lieu- 
tenant's stripes that way. Usually, how- 
ever, lie has to wait till some officer above 
him is promoted or dies or retires, and 
then he moves up in rank. 


Every sailor and soldier knows that in 


time of war his superiors are watching 
him and that if he shows himself a brave 
nwin he stands a good chance ol being pro- 
moted. 
Ife is a matter of great pride to 


add an extra bar to his shoulder straps or 
to have one of the many insignias of rank 
put on his uniform. There are. besides the 
honor of being an officer, better pay with 
each additional rise in rank, more com- 
. fortable quarters and more personal lib- 
' erty. All these things make the soldiers 
more ambitious to gain promotion. 


In the army the insignia of rank is 


somewhat similar to that of the navy, but 
even in active service an army officer still 
wears his shoulder straps. The general is 
.the highest officer of the army. His rank 
is shown by an eagle with a star on each 
Bide. A lieutenant general wears three 
stars on his shoulder straps, a major gen- 
eral two, a brigadier general one, a colonel 
a silver eagle, a lieutenant colonel two sil- 
ver leaves, a major two gold leaves, it cap- 
tain four silver bars and a lieutenant two 
bars. The noncommissioned officers wear 
their devices of rank upon their sleeves. A 
general may also he distinguished by xhe 
arrangement of the biittons on his coat. 
One of the jokes credited to General Grant 
was one about the buttons on his coat. A 
major general wears two rows of buttons, 
nine in each row and each row divided in 
to groups of three. One day Grant wa« 
clad in a military coat much the worse for 
wear and from which all but three Imtton* 
had been torn. 
An officer brought him 


word that he had just been promoted to 
the rank of major general. 


"Well," Baid Grant, pointing to the 


group of three buttons, "you see, I have 
anticipated the order and have my gen 
eral's uniform." 


Besides the chance which a soldier or 


sailor has of becoming an officer and wear 
ing an insignia of rank there is another 
tiling which he works for during war 
time, but this 5s confined principally to 
the navy. It is the matter of prize money. 
It is the rule of the United States iiavj 
that when the crew of a vessel captures 
another ship the prize iS to be sold and a 
part of the proceeds divided among tb 
officers and sailors. If the captured ship 
was equal in fighting strength to the cap 
tor, all the prize money goes to the victors 
but if the prize was weaker half goes to 
the government, and the remaining half is 
divided among the crew and officers. 


In such a division the commissioned 


officers come in for a larger share, so it is 
well to bo as high an officer as possible. 
The commander of a fleet receives one- 
twentietlvof all the prize money awarded 
to any ship in his command. The captain 
of a single vessel receives one-tenth of thu 
money awarded to his vessel, but got? 
nothing from the prizes of any of the oth- 
er ships of the fleet to which ho belongs. 
The remaining officers and members of 
the crew of tho vessel which has made the 
capture receive prize* money in accord- 
ance with their rank and pay. The lower 
a man is in the navy the less prize money 
ho gets. A common sailor may get $200 
as his share where if he were a lieutenant 
he might receivo twice that sum.—Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune.

ThefRev. Dr. Gannett on one occasion 


cpoke in words of the most sincere admi- 
ration of M. de Cbeverus, the first Roman 
bishop of Boston, says C. F. B. Miel in 
The Atlantic.

of Boston was an infirm negro. The bishop 
found him out, and without informing 
any ono every evening after his day's du- 
tii-s quietly made his way totthecabin and 
spout his time with this afiiicted creature, 
washing and dressing his ^ores, making 
liis l*d and providing for his various 
wants. A <Mrv:iut, who remarked that on 
thfc bi-liop's return his coat was covered 
with du->t and feathers, wondered where 
his master wont, and followed him afar 
off on one of Ins excursions, looking be- 
tween the loose timbers wbidi made the 
wall of the cabin, he saw iheouan of God 
engaged in his work of mercy. 


L>r. G:tm«;tt told me this story with a 


;ind of admiration for such devotion on 
he j«rt of a prelate. Little did he sup- 
pose that I myself would surprise him in 
ho exercise of a no less humble and 
Christlike charity. 


I had been told that a certain German 


vacher, Professor Sherb, was lying ill in- 


cold and comfortless attic in a miserable 


quarter of the city, and had no one to take 
care of him. At my first free moment I 
sought the lodging of tins poor man, but 
Dr. Gannett was there before me. I found 


at the door with a broom in his hand, 


with which he had been sweeping the 
room of the invalid. I entered and found 
the sick man girting up in front of a newly 
ighted tlre.caref ally rolled up in ablanket, 
eating grapes which had been brought 
lim by the good Samaritan. The mat- 
tress had been removed from the bed, the 
sheets had been put out to air,.the meager 
furnishings of the room had been put in 
order, and all this by the hand of my ex- 
cellent friend, who appeared quite con- 
fused when caught in the act. 


CHINESE SHOES. 


Most of Tbo*e Seen HereiCome From Can* 


ton—Their Constractbm rjuid Cost. 


The thick soled, white edged shoes seen 


upon the feet of the Chinamen in this city 
are all imported from China, most of them 
from Canton, where -flicy are made by 
hand. The white edge. is of a thick, rigid 
sole, made of a material resembling plas- 
ter, and if it becomes dirty can be cleaned 
and whitened again. Some shoes have 
the wide white edge of- this sole finished 
with a glazed or polislied surface, which 
can be cleaned by rubbing it with a damp 
cloth. 


The bottom soles of} these shoes are 


made of a number of lasers of rather thin 
leather placed one upon {another, making 
a built up sole. This isolo is stitched 
through and through in, many places on 
regular lines, giving the bottom of the 
sole a sort of quilted effect. This work is 
neatly and trimly done, even on the cheap 
shoes. There ere some Cliinese shoes with- 
out the characteristic thick white edged 
soles and provided withi soles of leather 
only. 


The top of the Chinese shoe is of cloth 


or silk or satin and the lining of the same 
material. Velvet is often used on the top, 
cut in patterns that are laid over the body 
of the shoe, which may be of silk or satiu 
in some bright color, while the velvet may 
bo of black, producing picturesque and 
striking effects. Costlyshocs are made of 
fine materials and are often richly em- 
broidered. Chinese shoes-of the regular 
style, with the thick, white* edged sole and 
the leather bottom sole and cloth top, may 
be bought for as little as $l,a pair. Hand- 
some Chinese shoes may be bought for $3 
and upward a pair. Chinese shoes worn 
by persons of rank may be much more ex- 
pensive, costing for shoes worn with court 
dress from $20 to $50 and more.—Kew 
York Sun. 


A Severe Punishment. 


A Washington ruan who pxit in ten years 


of soldiering in tho regular army of tho 
United States, five years of lit on tho fron- 
tier with the cavalry in IndSan campaign- 
ing and the other live in the heavy artil- 
lery, was recently appointedui captain and 
assistant adjutant general in tho volun- 
teer service, and he is now attached to the 
staff of General Miles. He is a man of 
ability and great uupretcntioaisness. A 
few days before he donned hismniform he 
went over to Fort McHenry, Baltimore, 
ou official business. A war department 
clerk went along with.lum. When the two 
men arrived at Fort McHenry, the new 
captain pointed to a long shell road that 
runs through the post. 


"Do you see that road?" asked the cap- 


tain. 


'•Yes." 
''Well, I made that whole road myself. 


It was as tough a-job as I over performed 
and as bitter a period, but it did me a 
heap of good. I was serving with an artil- 
lery regiment, part of which was stationed 
here, and ono night when I was on guard 
the officer of the day crept up on mo un- 
awares and found me sitting down on a 
pile of gunny sacks,, neglecting my post. 
I got a general court martial for neglect of 
duty on post and was sentenced to six 
months in the guardhouse. 
My sentence 


tickled the old provost sergeant mightily, 
for he was in need of a steady prisoner to 
build that road. I built it and crunched 
many a million oyster shells building it. 
I never find myself feeling chesty and hiirh 
and mighty, and all that sort of thing, 
that I don't shut my eyes and think of 
this shell road over in Fort McHcnry."— 
Washington Star.

lu HI* Utt!« Dory. 


Herbert D. Ward writes in The Century 


of the''Heroes of the Deep," one of the 
fceriesof artiules on "Heroes of Peace." 
Sir. Ward says: 


On April 25, 1895, a fishing vessel came 


out from the harbor of Dyre Fiord, Icc- 
ttnd, to IwSt up and set its-trawls. It be- 
came calm at night, but in the morning, 
when the dories went out to haul, it began 
to brot'/x; up. The gale came up so rapidly 
that the head dories. In order to save 
rJ.viusclv^ at all, cut their gear and made 
for the vessel, which was drifting astern, 
»o that the men could get aboard. Soon 
all the dories were in but one, and the 
gkipper was in the rigging, looking for it 
unsiously. It was not long before he dls- 
ovcrod it to windward, bottom up, with 
tho two men on top. 


Volunteers offered instantly. By this 


time the gale was a hurricane and the sen 
had n:ade rapidly. The great danger was 
apparent. One of the men who went to 
the r.iscue as a matter of course at the 
peril of his life was Carl Eckhoff, an in- 
domitable Swede. I have been unable to 
discover the names of tho other two. 


The wind as well as the tide was against 


the rescuers. Again and again they were 
almost swamped; but rapid bailing and 
rkillful handling earned them on in tho 
white hell. At last, well nigh spent, they 
reached the dory just in time to save one 
man alive. But the other was dead. His 
head was fouled in the gear whe.re he had 
fallen over, benumbed by the icy water. • 
They carried him back to the vessel and 
worked three hours in vain trying to re- 
suscitate him. 
Then they made for the 


harbor. 


On the following day a procession of 


the crews of three vessels wended its way 
to the churchyard. Uplifted upon the 
stalwart a^fus of mourning mates, the 
dory led the way. It was the assassin 
dory, and in it in simple state lay the man 
it had killed. 


Up through the churchyard into the 


plain church the roan was carried in this 
strange bier. There he was laid before 
the pulpit while the minister said over 
him the prayer for the dead. 
Tho freez- 


ing grave was ready. In it John Jacobscn 
was buried. 
No longer will he risk the 


gale or the ice. The dory that had slain 
him was his coffin, and the cold earth of 
warm hearted Iceland has covered both 
man and boat in an eternal peace.

The Spanish Royal Standard. 


Tlie Spanish royal standard is most 


complicated. The red and yellow of the 
Spanish flag is said to be derived from this 
occurrence: In 1378 Charles the Bold dip- 
ped his, fingers in tho blood of Geoffrey, 
count of Barcelona, and drew them down 
1 he count's golden shield in token of his 
appreciation of the latter's bravery. Tho 
shield, so marked, became tho arms of 
Barcelona, which became part of Aragon, 
and its arms were taken by that kingdom. 


Now to the royal standard: In the first 


quarter or upper left hand part of the flag 
are the arms of Leon and Castile, tho lion 
and the castle. The second quarter is tak- 
en up, one-half by the arms of Arragon, 
one-half by the arms of Sicily. Tho upper 
third of the third quarter — directly under 
the first — shows the Austrian colors. The 
lower two-thirds is divided between tho 
fla™ of Burgundy and tho black lion of 
Flanders. 
The* upper third of the fourth 


quarter shows tho checkers, another Bur- 
gundian device, while the lower two-thirds 
is shared by the rod eagle of Antwerp and 
the golden lion of Brabant, and on the top 
of all this aru two shields, one. showing tho 
Portuguese arms, the other tho French 
ficur-dc-lis. Considerable of a flag that. —

It i- certain that no ultimatum was deliv- 
ered and that the interview was amiable. 
It is also known at least that the minisrei 
exhibited total unfamiliarity with the 
Ion;: negotiations over the outrages on 
Americans and that he learned most un- 
mistakably how firmly the United States 
was determined to exert its moral force' 
to the extreme iu securing the compro 
mise indemnity promised by the sultan 
himself. 


After his visit to the state departmen 


the minister intimated in the follow-in; 
statement that Turkey would not mud 
longer resist the payment of the indem 
nity: 


"£he jioise in the newspapers in the 


cotfntry will not affect the friendly rela 
tions between the two countries. I hopi 
and. think that the question will be set 
tied in an amicable manner. The ntnoun 
involved in entirely too small to cause ;

This lathe work is one of the 
surest guards against counterfeiting, for 
each bit of work represents an abstruse 
problem.

The printing room is fi scene of grcnt 


activity, wijh its many presses and work- 
ers. Hero the paper is again moistened by 
applying it to a wet board, then it is laid 
on a steel plate that has been carefully 
prepared with tbe ink, which also is made 
on the premises. 
There are two workers 


at each press, usually a man and a woman 
Tho man fills tho plate with ink from a 
roller, then wipes it off and finally, after 
dustii^j his bauds with chalk, hc gives it 
a las; polishing. 
Then, after wetting the 


paper, tho woman lays it on tho plate, 
the press is applied, and behold the 
clear, clean back of the notes, which must 
be carefully examined before they leave 
the printer's hands. 
This process is re- 


peated each time. The press is a self reg- 
istering ono, and the employees aro al- 
lowed to spoil a certain percentage, of their 
work, but if they exceed It their labor is 
deducted. 


Then tho notes arc sent down stairs, nnd 


•for l" hours are subject to great heat in 
an airtight room. 
In the room ad.ioininu 


they nro again examined, assorted and 
sent back to receive their "faco vnltio' 
from the plates prepared, showing tho do- 
nomination and tho facsimiles of tho sig- 
natures of the proper officers. 


Then comes the "wet count," as it is 


called, and after being dried the notes arc 
ptit. in a solution of sizing, which gives a 
greater durability to the paper. After this 
short, process they are again sent to tho 
numbering room, where tho edges are 
trimmed, and the nujnber is put on by a 
machine whoso every revolution 
auto- 


matically throws the figures one digit 
higher. 
In this room they arc given the 


last count and aro then sent to the treas- 
ury department, where the red seal of tbe 
United States treasury is affixed and tbe 
single sheet cut. into four notes.

FOR NAVY YARD WORK. 


Congressman Fitzgerald of Manches- 


ter Makes a Grand Argument. 


In the national house on Friday, Mr. 


Fitzgerald of Massachusetts off ere 1 an 
amendment to build four of the ships 
authorized by a bill, in government 
yards. 


Mr. Fitzgerald made a moit able ar- 


gument in favor of government work 
and among other things said: "It is 
inconceivable to me that the United 
States government should spend mil- 
lions of dollars in fitting up govern- 
ment 
plant* at oar 
navy 
yards 


and not at the same time undertake to 
build, as well as repair government ves- 
sels. 


"When one considers that there is no 


charge against the government 
for 


taxes, interest, insurance or for plant 
depreciation in tho building of vessels 
in the navy yards, and no profits ex- 
pected, it is simply incomprehensible to 
me, under the excellent system of the 
labor employment now in vogue in the 
navy yards of the country, that the 
woik <>f 1'iiil ;:n j vessels cannot be done 
more cheaply tnere than in private 
yards. 


"We should have a settled policy. It 


will be wise economy to authorize the 
building of one or more ships in every 
navy yard. There will be no pulling 
and hauling then for different appro- 
priations for different classes of work at 
different navy yards. 


"When members of this house de- 


claim agaicst the building of govern- 
ment vessels at our navy yards they 
make unwarranted charges against the 
efficiency of our whole system of navy 
yard construction and repair now in 
vogue at the different navy yards in the 
country. 


"Who are the men that recommend 


the construction of government vessels 
iu our navy yards? The chief construc- 
tor of the navy, Admiral Hichborn, and 
he is sustained, I think, by every naval 
constructor in the country. These ^pen. 
or nearly all of tlnra are graduates of 
our Annapolis naval academy, and are 
therefore the best fitted and best trained 
mea in the world."
